A. We. had a’ young man in the office 
by the name of Charlés Ball, who came 
to us from Buffalo, and was deeply In- 
terested.

A. This was her brother. She wanted 
to coms becauge her brother was here. 
After her brother died, she was lonely, 
and Mrs. Russell and I. both thought a 
great deal of her, She was ® very young” 
looking girl, wore short and Mre 
Russell and I thought it would be best 
to have her come Into the room—In the 
same room with us—o she would read 0 
our study in the evening. We had a 
large study. She kissed us both a good- 
night when sim was going to bed, and wi 
treated her In every way as a daughtel 
and told her that we considered her such, 
and she told us ahe considered us as her 
parents, ‘This might be considered by 
Mrs. Russell as being something offen- 
five, but T will explato it. This Mi 
Ball one evening came to me tn the 
front room—or, rather, I heard someone 
sobbing, and, ‘turned around to pee, and 
jahe wan crying at her desk, and i in- 
quired. what wax the matter, and she 
didn't answer for quite a while, and 
finally she Jumped up and came over and 
sat down on my knee, aod was still cry- 
ing, and | inquired what was the ma

Mrs. Russell bad been overworking her 
or something, and 1 tried to show her 
that she was mistaken, that Mrs, Rus- 
sell wouldn't do anything of the kind, 
and I tried to allay her feelings

than she liked, and had been making 
himself unpleasant, and she was worked 
up and was crying.
